Loan To Germany 


Impossible Now 


Declare Bankers 


PARIS.—By The Associated 


Press 
The impossibility of an 


international loan to Germany at 
present., was recognized by the 
international committees of bank- 
ers in their forma] report sub- 
mitted Saturday afternoon to the 
allied reparations commission. 


The document explains that 


the collective judgment. of the 
bankers is that for various rea- 
sons within the 
limits of the 


terms under which the subject 
was referred to them and under- 
stood in their more restrictive 
sense, they could not offer any 
prospect of an external loan at 
the present time. 


The subject can, however, the 


bankers inti mate.eb taken up lat- 
er and meanwhile a relatively 
small loan, to prevent a financial 
collapse in Germany, might be 
arranged if necessity should re- 
quire it.

eral thousand acres of standing timber, causes 
settlers to flee for their lives, and is eventually 
controlled by 500 men in a three-day battle 
which won because of a lucky shift in the wind. 


So gees the annual seasonal toll of forest 


fires, making enormous ravage in one of our 
most important national endowments. It is the 
regular thing. It happens every year. Careless- 
ness continues at about the same average from 
summer to summer, and the United States For- 
estry service knows about what to>expect. It 
knows that each year about 32,500 forest fires 
will occur. They will burn over an area of about 
7,560,000 acres. The actual money loss from 
forest fires, including the cost of fighting them, 
is estimated at $25,000,000 a year. 
And that 


does not take into/account the loss to the coun- 
try of great quantities of valuable timber with 
all its resultant chain of evils in the way of high- 
er prices, dried-up streams and lakes, and so on. 


Twice as much timber is burned over each 


: \ 
year as is cut. Were it all good saw timber that | 
burned it would amount to annual waste twice j 
the amount of that usefully employed. Luckily j 
some of the forest fires arc in cut-over lands nnd 
slashings, but even here the waste is great. Nine- 
ty percent of cut-over land, it is estimated, would j 
reforest itself were it not for the fires. So that 
the damage of fires in such areas is not greatly 
less, in the long run, than the damage of fires 
in standing timber: 
It is destruction of the 


growing crop, as fires in standing timber are de- 
struction of the harvest. 


Not twice the annual millions spent for for- 


est fire protection will stop the destructive 
flames, for most forest fires come from careless- 
ness. A ranger with every camper or tourist 
parly couldn't prevent all fires. Only care and 
watchfulness on the part of each individual, a 
sense of individual responsibility and'oblign- 
tio.n, can make any great improvement. It is up 
to each of us, as citizens, to be careful of what 
belongs to us, as citizens. This is the season 
when we head for the tall timber, to fish and 
take our ease. Let us take along with us the 
determination never, while we are in the woods, 
to leave n fire unguarded. Not An do so may 
cost the country n million almost any time. Few 
of us arc worth that much to our fellow-citizens.
